Now, however, not only will part of 
the Stock be sojd to the public, but 
the directorate will be increased to 
give representation to the new stock- 
holders, 

To Increase Capital Stock. 

The capital stock of the Foreman 
National bank will be increased from 
$2,500,000 to $4,000,000. Ten thousand 

will be sold to investors at $400 
a share and 5,000 shares will be dis- 
tributed as a stock dividend to present 
stockholders. The sale of stock will 
produce $4,000,000. Of that $1,000,000 
will go to capital and $3,000,000 to sur- 
plus, which will be $4,500,000. 

The capital stock of the Foreman 
Trust and Savings bank is held in 
trust for the benefit of the stockhold- 
ers of the national bank and will re- 
main at $1,000,000, with surplus of 
$500,000. 

Under the new plan the combined 
Foreman banks will have total capital 
and surplus of $10,000,000, which will 
give the banks fifth place among Chi- 
cago banking institutions.

Seek His Advice. 


Mr. Anderson is the confidant of 
EB.

Although 
the call to Washington was surrounded 
by mystery, it was said that Mr. An- 
derson's advice is sought in a pro- 
posed coirdination of the so-called 
“general” and “state” prohibition 
forces, which thus far have acted as 
Separate organizations insofar as au- 
thority and procedure is concerned. 

At present in the United States there 


are nine divisions of general agents. , 


The general district, with headquar- ' 
ters in Chicago— which is separate 
from the state enforcement offices—is 
composed of forty agents who have 
jurisdiction im Tllinois, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin. The Illinois office, called 
the state enforcement office, although 
it is purely federal, has sixty-four 
agents, whose activities are limited to 
Illinois.

Both groups are engaged in all man- 
ner of raids and both have departments 
for inspections of breweries, wine dis- 
tributors, and commercial houses with- 
drawing alcohol and liquors under fed- 
eral permit. 

The divisional chief will be in com- 
mand of the chief state enforcement 
officer, and all his subordinates and 
general and state agents will assume 
the same status. Group chiefs in Chi- 
cago, Decatur, East St. Louis, and
